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Federal    Legislation    Affecting   Agricul- 
tural Colleges 

Land    Grant   Act,   1862 

AN  ACT  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories 
which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be  granted 
to  the  several  States,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  an  amount 
of  public  land,  to  be  apportioned  to  each  State  a  quantity  equal  to  thirty 
thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Congress  to 
which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled  by  the  apportionment  under 
the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty :  Provided,  That  no  mineral 
lands  shall  be  selected  or  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  land  aforesaid,  after  being  surveyed,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  the  several  States  in  sections  or  subdivisions  of  sections,  not 
less  than  one-quarter  of  a  section;  and  whenever  there  are  public  lands 
in  a  State  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  acre,  the  quantity  to  which  said  State  shall  be  entitled  shall 
be  selected  from  such  lands  within  the  limits  of  such  State,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  each  of  the 
States  in  which  there  is  not  the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to  sale 
at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  to  which 
said  State  may  be  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  land  scrip 
to  the  amount  in  acres  for  the  deficiency  of  its  distributive  share;  said 
scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the 
uses  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  act  and  for  no  other  use  or  pur- 
pose whatsoever:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  State  to  which 
land  scrip  may  thus  be  issued  be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  within  the 
limits  of  any  other  State  or  of  any  Territory  of  the  United  States,  but 
their  assignees  may  thus  locate  said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  unap- 
propriated lands  of  the  United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre:  And  provided  further, 
That  not  more  than  one  million  acres  shall  be  located  by  such  assignees 
in  any  one  of  the  States:  And  provided  further,  That  no  such  location 
shall  be  made  before  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  3.  That  all  the  expenses  of  management,  superintendence,  and 
taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands,  previous  to  their  sales,  and 
all  expenses  incurred  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of  the 
moneys  which  may  be  received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  States 
to  which  they  may  belong,  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  States,  so  that 
the  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without 
any  diminution  whatever  to  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  afore- 
said by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the 
sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks,  yield- 
ing not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks; 
and  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the 
capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as 
may  be  provided  in  section  fifth  of  this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  inviolably  appropriated,  by  each  State  which  may  take  and  claim 
the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance 
of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  ex- 
cluding other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military 
tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  States 
may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical 
education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  profes- 
sions in  life. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  grant  of  land  and  land  scrip  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  made  on  the  following  conditions,  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the 
provisions  hereinbefore  contained,  the  previous  assent  of  the  several 
States  shall  be  signified  by  legislative  acts : 

First.  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by  the  fore- 
going section,  or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,  by  any 
action  or  contingency,  be  diminished  or  lost,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  the 
State  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that  the  capital  of  the  fund  shall  remain 
forever  undiminished;  and  the  annual  interest  shall  be  regularly  ap- 
plied without  diminution  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fourth  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  except  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  upon 
the  amount  received  by  any  State  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
may  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  sites  or  experimental 
farms,  whenever  authorized  by  the  respective  legislatures  of  said  States. 

Second.  No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the 
purchase,  erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings. 

Third.  Any  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  provide,  within  five  years,  at  least  not  less  than 
one  college,  as  prescribed  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  or  the  grant 
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to  such  State  shall  cease;  and  said  State  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the 
United  States  the  amount  received  of  any  lands  previously  sold,  and 
that  the  title  to  purchasers  under  the  JState  shall  be  valid. 

Fourth.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regarding  the  progress  of 
each  college,  recording  any  improvements  and  experiments  made,  with 
their  cost  and  results  and  such  other  matters,  including  State  industrial 
and  economical  statistics,  as  may  be  supposed  useful,  one  copy  of 
which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each,  to  all  the  other  col- 
leges which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also 
one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Fifth.  When  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those  which  have  been 
raised  to  double  the  minimum  price,  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants, 
they  shall  be  computed  to  the  State  at  the  maximum  price  and  the 
number  of  acres   proportionately   diminished. 

Sixth.  No  State  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion  or  insurrection 
against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  this  act. 

Seventh.  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  unless 
it  shall  express  its  acceptance  thereof  by  its  legislature  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  That  land  scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
not  be  subject  to  location  until  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand  eight  hundred  and   sixty-three. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  land  officers  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  locat- 
ing land  scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  is  now  allowed 
for  the  location  of  military  bounty  land  warrants  under  exist- 
ing laws :  Provided,  Their  maximum  compensation  shall  not  be  thereby 
increased. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  governors  of  the  several  States  to  which  scrip  shall 
be  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  required  to  report  annually  to  Con- 
gress all  sales  made  of  such  scrip  until  the  whole  shall  be  disposed  of, 
the  amount  received  for  the  same,  and  what  appropriation  has  been 
made  of  the  proceeds.

Morrill   Act,   1890 


FOR    THE    FURTHER    ENDOWMENT    OF    COLLEGES    OF    AGRICULTURE     AND    THE 
MECHANIC     ARTS. 

AN  ACT  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  the 
more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  established  under  the  provisions 
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of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 

sixty-two. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be, 
and  hereby  is,  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  arising  from  the  sales  of  public  lands,  to  be 
paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  each  State  and  Territory  for  the  more 
complete  endowment  and  maintenance  of  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts  now  established,  or  which  may  be  here- 
after established,  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety, 
and  an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  thereafter 
for  ten  years  by  an  additional  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  annual  amount  to  be  paid  thereafter  to  each 
State  and  Territory  shall  be  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied 
only  to  instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  the  English 
language,  and  the  various  branches  of  mathematical,  physical,  natural, 
and  economic  science,  with  special  reference  to  their  applications  in  the 
industries  of  life  and  to  the  facilities  for  such  instruction :  Provided, 
That  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  under  this  act  to  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  college  where  a  distinction 
of  race  or  color  is  made  in  the  admission  of  students,  but  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  such  college  separately  for  white  and 
colored  students  shall  be  held  to  be  a  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  if  the  funds  received  in  such  State  or  Territory  be  equitably 
divided  as  hereinafter  set  forth :  Provided,  That  in  any  State  in  which 
there  has  been  one  college  established  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  also  in  which  an  educa- 
tional institution  of  like  character  has  been  established,  or  may  be  here- 
after established,  and  is  now  aided  by  such  State  from  its  own  revenue, 
for  the  education  of  colored  students  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,  however  named  or  styled,  or  whether  or  not  it  has  received  money 
heretofore  under  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  the  legis- 
lature of  such  State  may  propose  and  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  a  just  and  equitable  division  of  the  fund  to  be  received  under 
this  act,  between  one  college  for  white  students  and  one  institution  for 
colored  students,  established  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  divided  into 
two  parts,  and  paid  accordingly,  and  thereupon  such  institution  for 
colored  students  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  and  subject 
to  its  provisions,  as  much  as  it  would  have  been  if  it  had  been  included 
under  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  fulfillment  of 
the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be  taken  as  a  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions in  reference  to  separate  colleges  for  white  and  colored  students. 
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Sec.  2.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  to  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories for  the  further  endowment  and  support  of  colleges  shall  be 
annually  paid  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the  State  or 
Territorial  treasurer,  or  to  such  officer  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
laws  of  such  State  or  Territory  to  receive  the  same,  who  shall,  upon  the 
order  of  the  trustees  of  the  college,  or  the  institution  for  colored  stu- 
dents, immediately  pay  over  said  sums  to  the  treasurers  of  the  respec- 
tive colleges  or  other  institutions  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  and  such 
treasurers  shall  be  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember of  each  year,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  so  received 
and  of  its  disbursement.  The  grants  of  moneys  authorized  by  this  act 
are  made  subject  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said  grants :  Provided,  That  payments  of 
such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall  become  due 
to  any  State  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  legislature 
meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the 
assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  designated 
officer  of  the  State  or  Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  en- 
dowment, support,  and  maintenance  of  colleges,  or  of  institutions  for 
colored  students,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall,  by  any  action  or  con- 
tingency, be  diminished  or  lost,  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced 
by  the  State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no 
subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or 
Territory;  and  no  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied,  directly  or 
indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection, 
preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings.  An  annual  report 
by  the  president  of  each  of  said  colleges  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  regarding 
the  condition  and  progress  of  each  college,  including  statistical  infor- 
mation in  relation  to  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  its  library,  the  num- 
ber of  its  students  and  professors,  and  also  as  to  any  improvements 
and  experiments  made  under  the  direction  of  any  experiment  stations 
attached  to  said  colleges,  with  their  cost  and  results  and  such  other 
industrial  and  economical  statistics  as  may  be  regarded  as  useful,  one 
copv  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free  to  all  other  colleges 
further  endowed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  ascertain  and 
certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  each  State  and  Territory 
whether  it  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  annual  appropriation 
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for  colleges,  or  of  institutions  for  colored  students,  under  this  act,  and 
the  amount  which  thereupon  each  is  entitled,  respectively,  to  receive. 
If  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  withhold  a  certificate  from  any 
State  or  Territory  of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and  reasons  therefor 
shall  be  reported  to  the  President,  and  the  amount  involved  shall  be 
kept  separate  in  the  Treasury  until  the  close  of  the  next  Congress,  in 
order  that  the  State  or  Territory  may,  if  it  should  so  desire,  appeal  to 
Congress  from  the  determination  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  If 
the  next  Congress  shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby 
charged  with  the  proper  administration  of  this  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  annually  report  to 
Congress  the  disbursements  which  have  been  made  in  all  the  States 
and  Territories,  and  also  whether  the  appropriation  of  any  State  or 
Territory  has  been  withheld,  and  if  so,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend,  or  repeal  any  or 
all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.

INCREASE     OF     APPROPRIATIONS     FOR     COLLEGES     OF     AGRICULTURE     AND     THE 

MECHANIC    ARTS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be, 
and  hereby  is,  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  each 
State  and  Territory  for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  maintenance 
of  agricultural  colleges  now  established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
established,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  Act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  sums  named  in  the  said  Act,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  and  an 
annual  increase  of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  thereafter  for  four 
years  by  an  additional  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  over  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  annual  sum  to  be  paid  thereafter  to  each  State  and  Terri- 
tory shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  only  for  the  purposes 
of  the  agricultural  colleges  as  defined  and  limited  in  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the 
Act  of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety. 
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That  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  to  the  States  and  Territories  for 
the  further  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  shall  be  paid  by,  to, 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  August 
thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  entitled  "An  Act  to  apply  a 
portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  the  more  complete  endow- 
ment and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,"  and  the 
expenditure  of  the  said  money  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  said  Act  of  Congress  approved  August 
thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety:  Provided,  That  said  colleges 
may  use  a  portion  of  this  money  for  providing  courses  for  the  special 
preparation  of  instructors  for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and 
the  mechanic  arts. 


Federal    Legislation   Affecting    Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Stations 

Hatch   Act,    1887 

ESTABLISHING     AGRICULTURAL     EXPERIMENT     STATIONS. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  connection  with 
the  colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under  the  provisions  ot 
an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the 
acts  supplementary  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  order  to  aid 
in  acquiring  and  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful 
and  practical  information  on  subjects  connected  with  agriculture,  and 
to  promote  scientific  investigation  and  experiment  respecting  the  prin- 
ciples and  applications  of  agricultural  science,  there  shall  be  established, 
under  direction  of  the  college  or  colleges  or  agricultural  department  of 
colleges  in  each  State  or  Territory  established,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  established,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved 
Julv  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  "An  act  donating 
public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  provide 
colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  or  any  of 
the  supplements  to  said  act,  a  department  to  be  known  and  designated 
as  an  "agricultural  experiment  station :"  Provided,  That  in  any  State 
or  Territory  in  which  two  such  colleges  have  been  or  may  be  so  estab- 
lished the  appropriation  hereinafter  made  to  such  State  or  Territory 
shall  be  equally  divided  between  such  colleges,  unless  the  legislature  of 
such  State  or  Territory  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  object  and  duty  of  said  experiment  sta- 
tions to  conduct  original  researches  or  verify  experiments  on  the 
physiology  of  plants  and  animals;  the  diseases  to  which  they  are  sever- 
ally subject,  with  the  remedies  of  the  same;  the  chemical  composition 
of  useful  plants  at  their  different  stages  of  growth ;  the  comparative 
advantages  of  rotative  cropping  as  pursued  under  the  varying  series  of 
crops ;  the  capacity  of  new  plants  or  trees  for  acclimation ;  the  analysis  of 
soils  and  water;  the  chemical  composition  of  manures,  natural  or  artificial, 
with  experiments  designed  to  test  their  comparative  effects  on  crops  of 
different  kinds;  the  adaptation  and  value  of  grasses  and  forage  plants; 
the  composition   and   digestibility   of   the   different   kinds   of   food   for 
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domestic  animals;  the  scientific  and  economic  questions  involved  in  the 
production  of  butter  and  cheese;  and  such  other  researches  or  experi- 
ments bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  industry  of  the  United  States 
as  may  in  each  case  be  deemed  advisable,  having  due  regard  to  the 
varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the  respective  States  and  Territories. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  order  to  secure,  as  far  as  practicable,  uniformity 
of  methods  and  results  in  the  work  of  said  stations,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  United  States  Commissioner  [now  Secretary]  of  Agriculture  to 
furnish  forms,  as  far  as  practicable,  for  the  tabulation  of  results  of 
investigation  or  experiments ;  to  indicate  from  time  to  time  such  lines 
of  inquiry  as  to  him  shall  seem  most  important,  and,  in  general,  to 
furnish  such  advice  and  assistance  as  will  best  promote  the  purpose  of 
this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  stations  annually,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  to  make  to  the  governor  of  the  State 
or  Territory  in  which  it  is  located  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its 
operations,  including  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  a  copy 
of  which  report  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  said  stations,  to  the  said  Com- 
missioner [now  Secretary]  of  Agriculture,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  bulletins  or  reports  of  progress  shall  be  published  at 
said  stations  at  least  once  in  three  months,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be 
sent  to  each  newspaper  in  the  States  or  Territories  in  which  they  are 
respectively  located,  and  to  such  individuals  actually  engaged  in  farm- 
ing as  may  request  the  same  and  as  far  as  the  means  of  the  station  will 
permit.  Such  bulletins  or  reports  and  the  annual  reports  of  said  sta- 
tions shall  be  transmitted  in  the  mails  of  the  United  States  free  of 
charge  for  postage,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster-General 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of 
conducting  investigations  and  experiments  and  printing  and  distribut- 
ing the  results  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  is  hereby  appropriated  to  each  State,  to  be  specially 
provided  for  by  Congress  in  the  appropriations  from  year  to  year,  and 
to  each  Territory  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  this 
act,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  proceeding  from  the  sales  of 
public  lands,  to  be  paid  in  equal  quarterly  payments  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October  in  each  year,  to  the  treasurer  or  other 
officer  duly  appointed  by  the  governing  boards  of  said  colleges  to  receive 
the  same,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven :  Provided,  however,  That  out  of  the 
first  annual  appropriation  so  received  by  any  station  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one-fifth  may  be  expended  in  the  erection,  enlargement,  or 
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repair  of  a  building  or  buildings  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of 
such  station;  and  thereafter  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  per  centum 
of  such  annual  appropriation  may  be  so  expended. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
from  the  annual  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  any  of  said 
stations  that  a  portion  of  the  preceding  annual  appropriation  remains 
unexpended,  such  amount  shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  succeeding 
annual  appropriation  to  such  station,  in  order  that  the  amount  of  money 
appropriated  to  any  station  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  and 
necessarily  required  for  its  maintenance  and  support. 

Sec.  7.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
modify  the  legal  relation  existing  between  any  of  the  said  colleges  and 
the  government  of  the  States  or  Territories  in  which  they  are  respec- 
tively located. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  States  having  colleges  entitled  under  this  section  to 
the  benefits  of  this  act  and  having  also  agricultural  experiment  stations 
established  by  law  separate  from  said  colleges,  such  State  shall  be 
authorized  to  apply  such  benefits  to  experiments  at  stations  so  estab- 
lished by  such  States;  and  in  case  any  State  shall  have  established, 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  July  second  aforesaid,  an  agri- 
cultural department  or  experimental  station  in  connection  with  any 
university,  college,  or  institution  not  distinctly  an  agricultural  college 
or  school,  and  such  State  shall  have  established  or  shall  hereafter  estab- 
lish a  separate  agricultural  college  or  school,  which  shall  have  connected 
therewith  an  experimental  farm  or  station,  the  legislature  of  such  State 
may  apply  in  whole  or  in  part  the  appropriation  by  this  act  made  to 
such  separate  agricultural  college  or  school,  and  no  legislature  shall  by 
contract,  express  or  implied,  disable  itself  from  so  doing. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  grants  of  moneys  authorized  by  this  act  are  made 
subject  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  to 
the  purposes  of  said  grants :  Provided,  That  payment  of  such  install- 
ments of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall  become  due  to  any 
State  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  its  legislature 
meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the  assent 
of  the  governor  thereof  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  or  construed  as  binding 
the  United  States  to  continue  any  payments  from  the  Treasury  to  any 
or  all  the  States  or  institutions  mentioned  in  this  act,  but  Congress  may 
at  any  time  amend,  suspend,  or  repeal  any  or  all  the  provisions  of  this 
act.

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Supervision  of   Experiment  Stations  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture 

EXTRACT  FROM    AN    ACT    MAKING   APPROPRIATIONS   FOR  THE   DEPARTMENT   OF 
AGRICULTURE   FOR  THE   FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING   JUNE   30,    I903. 

Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  :  To  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in 
connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  and  of  the  acts  supplementary  thereto,"  and  to  enforce  the  execu- 
tion thereof,  seven  hundred  and  ninety-six  thousand  dollars ;  thirty- 
seven  thousand  dollars  of  which  sum  shall  be  payable  upon  the  order 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enable  him  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  section  three  of  said  act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven;  *  *  *  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  pre- 
scribe the  form  of  the  annual  financial  statement  required  by  section 
three  of  said  act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
shall  ascertain  whether  the  expenditures  under  the  appropriation  hereby 
made  are  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act,  and  shall  make 
report  thereon  to  Congress ;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby 
authorized  to  employ  such  assistants,  clerks,  and  other  persons  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  and  to 
incur  such  other  expenses  for  office  fixtures  and  supplies,  stationery, 
traveling,  freight,  and  express  charges,  illustration  of  the  Experiment 
Station  Record,  bulletins,  and  reports  as  he  may  find  essential  in  carry- 
ing out  the  objects  of  the  above  acts,  and  the  sums  apportioned  to  the 
several   States  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.     *     *     * 


Adams   Act,  1906 

increase    of    annual    appropriation    for    agricultural    experiment 

stations. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  an  increased  annual   appropriation  for  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations  and  regulating  the  expenditure  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled,  That  there  shall  be, 
and  hereby  is,  annually  appropriated  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, to  each  State  and  Territory,  for  the  more  complete  endowment 
and  maintenance  of  agricultural  experiment  stations  now  established, 
or  which  may  hereinafter  be  established  in  accordance  with  the  act  of 
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Congress  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  sum  named  in  said 
act  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  1906,  and  an  annual  increase 
of  the  amount  of  such  appropriation  thereafter  for  five  years  by  an 
additional  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  over  the  preceding  year,  and 
the  annual  amount  to  be  paid  thereafter  to  each  State  and  Territory 
shall  be  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  only  to  paying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  conducting  original  researches  or  experiments  bear- 
ing directly  on  the  agricultural  industry  of  the  United  States,  having 
due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the  respective  States 
and   Territories. 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  by  the  States  and 
Territories  for  the  further  endowment  and  support  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations  shall  be  annually  paid  in  equal  quarterly  payments 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  duly  appointed  by  the  governing  boards 
of  said  experiment  stations  to  receive  the  same,  and  such  officers  shall 
be  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
amount  so  received  and  of  its  disbursement,  on  schedules  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  grants  of  money  authorized  by 
this  act  are  made  subject  to  legislative  assent  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said  grants:  Provided,  That  payment  of 
such  installments  of  the  appropriations  herein  made  as  shall  become 
due  to  any  State  or  Territory  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular 
session  of  the  legislature  meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Section  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  desig- 
nated officer  of  any  State  or  Territory  for  the  further  and  more  com- 
plete endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  of  the  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  as  provided  in  this  act  shall  by  any  action  or  contingency 
be  diminished  or  lost  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  such 
State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no  subse- 
quent appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or 
Territory ;  and  no  portion  of  said  money  exceeding  five  per  centum 
of  each  annual  appropriation  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly, 
under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation, 
or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings,  or  to  the  purchase  or  rental  of 
land.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  stations  annually,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  to  make  to  the  governor  of  the  State 
or  Territory  in  which  it  is  located  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its 
operations,  including  a  statement  of  receipts,  expenditures,  a  copy  of 
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which  report  shall  be  sent  to  each  of  said  stations,  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  ascertain  and 
identify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  each  State  and  Terri- 
tory whether  it  is  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  is 
entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  agricultural 
experiment  stations  under  this  act  and  the  amount  which  thereupon 
each  is  entitled,  respectively,  to  receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  withhold  a  certificate  from  any  State  or  Territory  of  its  appropria- 
tion, the  facts  and  reasons  therefor  shall  be  reported  to  the  president 
and  the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  Treasury  until  the 
close  of  the  next  Congress  in  order  that  the  State  or  Territory  may,  if 
it  so  desire,  appeal  to  the  Congress  from  the  determination  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  If  the  next  Congress  shall  not  direct  such 
sum  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury;  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  is  hereby  charged  with  the  proper  administration 
of  this  law. 

Section  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  Congress  on  the  receipts  and  expenditures  and  work  of  the 
agricultural  experiment  stations  in  all  of  the  States  and  Territories,  and 
also  whether  the  appropriation  of  any  State  or  Territory  has  been 
withheld;  and  if  so,  the  reason  therefor. 

Section  6.    That  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend  or  repeal 
any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Approved,  March  16,  1906. 


Rulings  of  the  Department  of  Agricul 
ture  on  the  Work  and    Expendi- 
tures of    Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Stations 

EXPENDITURES     FOR    PERMANENT     SUBSTATIONS. 


This  Department  holds  that  the  expenditure  of  funds  appropriated  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887, 
•for  the  maintenance  of  permanent  substations  is  contrary  to  the  spirit 
and  intent  of  said  act.  The  act  provides  for  an  experiment  station  in 
each  State  and  Territory,  which,  except  in  cases  specified  in  the  act,  is 
to  be  a  department  of  the  college  established  under  the  act  of  Congress 
of  July  2,  1862.  The  objects  of  the  stations,  as  denned  in  the  first- 
mentioned  act,  are  evidently  of  such  a  character  as  to  necessitate  the 
services  of  scientific  and  expert  workers.  Most  of  the  lines  of  investi- 
gation named  in  the  act  are  general,  rather  than  local,  and  involve 
scientific  equipment  and  work.  It  is  obviously  the  intent  that  the  sta- 
tions established  under  this  act  shall  carry  on  important  investigations 
which  shall  be  of  general  benefit  to  the  agriculture  of  the  several  States 
and  Territories.  The  sum  of  $15,000,  which  is  annually  appropriated  by 
Congress  under  this  act  for  each  station,  is  only  sufficient  to  carry  out 
a  limited  number  of  investigations  of  the  kind  contemplated  by  the  act. 

As  the  work  of  the  stations  in  the  different  States  has  developed,  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  limit,  rather  than  expand,  the  lines  of  work 
of  the  individual  stations.  Thorough  work  in  a  few  lines  has  been 
found  much  more  effective  and  productive  of  more  useful  results  than 
small  investigations  in  numerous  lines.  When  we  consider  the  nature  of 
the  investigations,  the  amount  of  money  provided  for  the  work  of 
each  station,  and  the  fact  that  the  act  expressly  provides  for  only  a 
single  station  in  connection  with  each  college,  it  becomes  very  clear 
that  expenditures  such  as  are  necessary  to  effectively  maintain  per- 
manent substations  ought  not  to  be  made  from  the  funds  granted  by 
Congress  to  the  States  and  Territories  for  experiment  stations.  The 
maintenance  of  permanent  substations  as  a  rule  involves  the  erection  of 
buildings  and  the  making  of  other  permanent  improvements.    The  sums 
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of  money  which  can  be  expended  for  permanent  improvements  under 
the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid  are  so  small  that  it  is  clear  they  were  not 
intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  more  than  one  station  in  each  State  and 
Territory. 

When  the  legislature  of  a  State  or  Territory  has  given  its  assent  to 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  has  desig- 
nated the  institution  which  shall  receive  the  benefits  of  said  act,  it  would 
seem  to  have  exhausted  its  powers  in  the  matter.  The  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  of  an  experiment  station  under  said  act  devolves 
upon  the  governing  board  of  the  institution  thus  designated.  If  the 
legislature  of  the  State  or  Territory  sees  fit  to  provide  funds  for  the 
equipment  and  maintenance  of  other  experiment  stations  and  to  put 
them  under  the  control  of  the  same  governing  board,  well  and  good, 
but  this  does  not  in  any  way  diminish  the  responsibility  of  the  board 
to  administer  the  funds  granted  by  Congress  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  act. 

The  wisdom  of  Congress  in  limiting  the  number  of  stations  to  be 
established  in  each  State  and  Territory  under  the  aforesaid  act  has  been 
clearly  shown  by  the  experience  of  the  few  States  and  Territories 
which  have  attempted  the  maintenance  of  substations  with  the  funds 
granted  under  said  act.  The  expense  of  maintaining  substations  has  as 
a  rule  materially  weakened  the  central  station,  and  the  investigations 
carried  on  at  the  substations  have  been  superficial  and  temporary.  It  is 
granted  that  in  many  States  and  Territories  more  than  one  agricultural 
experiment  station  might  do  useful  work,  and  in  some  States  more  than 
one  station  has  already  been  successfully  maintained;  but  in  all  these 
cases  the  State  has  given  funds  from  its  own  treasury  to  supplement 
those  given  by  Congress.  It  is  also  granted  that  experiment  stations 
established  under  said  act  of  Congress  and  having  no  other  funds  than 
those  provided  by  that  act  will  often  need  to  carry  on  investigations 
in  different  localities  in  their  respective  States  and  Territories,  but  it 
is  held  that  this  should  be  done  in  such  a  way  as  will  secure  the 
thorough  supervision  of  such  investigations  by  the  expert  officers  of 
the  station  and  that  arrangements  for  such  experimental  inquiries 
should  not  be  of  so  permanent  a  character  as  to  prevent  the  station 
from  shifting  its  work  from  place  to  place  as  circumstances  may 
require,  nor  involve  the  expenditure  of  funds  in  such  amounts  and  in 
such  ways  as  will  weaken  the  work  of  the  station  as  a  whole. 

As  far  as  practicable,  the  co-operation  of  individuals  and  communities 
benefited  by  these  special  investigations  should  be  sought,  and  if  neces- 
sary the  aid  of  the  States  invoked  to  carry  on  enterprises  too  great  to 
be  successfully  conducted  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  granted 
by  Congress  under  the  act  aforesaid. 
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Pl^RCHASE  OR  RENTAL  OF   LANDS   FOR   AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT 
STATIONS. 

This  Department  holds  that  the  purchase  or  rental  of  lands  by  the 
experiment  stations  from  the  funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  is  contrary  to 
the  spirit  and  intent  of  said  act.  The  act  provides  for  "paying  the 
necessary  expenses  of  conducting  investigations  and  experiments  and 
printing  and  distributing  the  results.  *  *  *  Provided,  however, 
That  out  of  the  first  annual  appropriation  so  received  by  any  station 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one-fifth  may  be  expended  in  the  erection, 
enlargement,  or  repair  of  a  building  or  buildings  necessary  for  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  such  stations ;  and  thereafter  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing 5  per  centum  of  such  annual  appropriation  may  be  so  expended." 
The  only  reference  to  land  for  the  station  in  the  act  is  in  section  8, 
where  State  legislatures  are  authorized  to  apply  appropriations  made 
under  said  act  to  separate  agricultural  colleges  or  schools  established 
by  the  State  "which  shall  have  connected  therewith  an  experimental 
farm  or  station."  The  strict  limitation  of  the  amount  provided  for 
buildings  and  the  absence  of  any  provision  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of 
lands,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  statement  in  the  eighth  sec- 
tion, which  treats  the  farm  as  in  a  sense  a  necessary  adjunct  of  the 
educational  institution  to  which  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  funds  ap- 
propriated in  accordance  with  said  act  might  in  certain  cases  be  devoted, 
point  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  expected  that  the  institution  of 
which  the  station  is  a  department  would  supply  the  land  needed  for 
experimental  purposes  and  that  charges  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of 
lands  would  not  be  made  against  the  funds  provided  by  Congress  for 
the  experiment  station.  This  conclusion  is  re-enforced  by  consideration 
of  a  wise  and  economic  policy  in  the  management  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations,  especially  as  relating  to  cases  in  which  it  might 
be  desirable  for  the  station  to  have  land  for  experimental  purposes  in 
different  localities.  The  investigations  carried  on  by  the  stations  in 
such  cases  being  for  the  direct  benefit  of  agriculture  in  the  localities 
where  the  work  is  done,  it  seems  only  reasonable  that  persons  or  com- 
munities whose  interests  will  be  advanced  by  the  station  work  should 
contribute  the  use  of  the  small  tracts  of  land  which  will  be  required  for 
experimental  purposes.  Experience  shows  that  in  most  cases  the  sta- 
tions have  had  no  difficulty  in  securing  such  land  as  they  needed,  with- 
out expense,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  may  be  done  in  every  case 
without  injuriously  affecting  the  interests  of  the  stations. 

EXPENDITURES    BY    AGRICULTURAL   EXPERIMENT    STATIONS    FOR    CARRYING    ON 
FARM    OPERATIONS. 

This  Department  holds  that  expenses  incurred  in  conducting  the 
operations  of  farms,  whether  the  farms  are  connected  with  institutions 
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established  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  2,  1862,  or  not,  are  not 
a  proper  charge  against  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress  for  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  of 
March  2,  1887,  unless  such  operations  definitely  constitute  a  part  of 
agricultural  investigations  or  experiments  planned  and  conducted  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  act  aforesaid  under  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  governing  board  of  the  station.  The  perform- 
ance of  ordinary  farm  operations  by  an  experiment  station  does  not 
constitute  experimental  work.  Operations  of  this  character  by  an 
experiment  station  should  be  confined  to  such  as  are  a  necessary  part  of 
experimental  inquiries.  Carrying  on  a  farm  for  profit  or  as  a  model 
farm,  or  to  secure  funds  which  may  be  afterwards  devoted  to  the 
erection  of  buildings  for  experiment  station  purposes,  to  the  further 
development  of  experimental  investigation,  or  to  any  other  purpose 
however  laudable  and  desirable,  is  not  contemplated  by  the  law  as  a 
part  of  the  functions  of  an  agricultural  experiment  station  established 
under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887.  Section  5  of  that  act 
plainly  limits  the  expenditures  of  funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
said  act  to  "the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  investigations  and 
experiments  and  printing  and  distributing  the  results." 

FUNDS   ARISING   FROM   THE    SALE   OF  FARM    PRODUCTS   OR  OTHER   PROPERTY   OF 
AN   AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT   STATION. 

This  Department  holds  that  moneys  received  from  the  sales  of  farm' 
products  or  other  property  in  the  possession  of  an  agricultural  experi- 
ment station  as  the  result  of  expenditures  of  funds  received  by  the 
station  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  right- 
fully belong  to  the  experiment  station  as  a  department  of  the  college 
or  other  institution  with  which  it  is  connected,  and  may  be  expended  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  or  regulations  governing  the  financial  transac- 
tions of  the  governing  board  of  the  station,  provided,  however,  that 
all  expenses  attending  such  sales,  including  those  attending  the  delivery 
of  the  property  into  the  possession  of  the  purchaser,  should  be  de- 
ducted from  the  gross  receipts  from  the  sales  and  should  not  be  made 
a  charge  against  the  funds  appropriated  by  Congress. 

LIMIT    OF    EXPENDITURES    OF    EXPERIMENT     STATIONS     DURING     ONE    FISCAL 

YEAR. 

This  Department  holds  that  expenses  incurred  by  an  agricultural 
experiment  station  in  any  one  fiscal  year  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
provided  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  should  not  exceed 
the  amount  appropriated  to  the  station  by  Congress  for  that  year,  and 
especially  that  all  personal  services  should  be  paid  for  out  of  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  year  in  which  they  were  performed,  and  that  claims 
for  compensation  for  such  services  can  not  properly  be  paid  out  of  the 
appropriations   for    succeeding  years.      The   several   appropriations    for 
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experiment  stations  under  the  aforesaid  act  are  for  one  year  only,  and 
officers  of  experiment  stations  have  no  authority  to  contract  for  ex- 
penditures beyond  the  year  for  which  Congress  has  made  appropriations. 
This  is  plainly  implied  in  the  act  aforesaid,  inasmuch  as  section  6 
provides  that  unexpended  balances  shall  revert  to  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  "in  order  that  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  to  any 
station  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  required 
for  its  maintenance  and  support."  The  annual  financial  report  rendered 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  this  Department  should  in  every  case  include 
only  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
report  is  made. 

EXPENDITURES    BY    AGRICULTURAL    EXPERIMENT    STATIONS   FOR   A    WATER 
SYSTEM    TO  BE  CHARGED  UNDER  "BUILDINGS  AND  REPAIRS." 

This  Department  holds  that  expenditures  by  agricultural  experiment 
stations  from  the  funds  appropriated  in  accordance  with  the  act  of 
Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  for  the  construction  of  wells,  cisterns,  ponds, 
or  other  reservoirs  for  the  storage  of  water,  and  for  piping,  and  other 
materials  for  a  system  of  storing  and  distributing  water,  are  properly 
charged,  under  abstract  18  in  the  schedule  for  financial  reports  pre- 
scribed by  this  Department,  as  being  for  improvements  on  lands  which 
have  hitherto  been  held  to  come  under  the  head  of  "building  and 
repairs."  The  fact  that  a  water  system  may  be  a  necessary  adjunct  of 
certain  experimental  inquiries  does  not  affect  the  case,  inasmuch  as  the 
limitations  on  expenditures  for  improvements  contained  in  section  5  of 
the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  expressly  stipulate  that  these 
improvements  shall  be  such  as  are  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  station. 

EXPENDITURES    BY    AGRICULTURAL    EXPERIMENT    STATIONS    FOR    MEMBERSHIP 
IN    AGRICULTURAL   AND    OTHER    ORGANIZATIONS. 

This  Department  holds  that  membership  fees  in  associations  and  other 
organizations  are  not  a  proper  charge  against  the  funds  appropriated 
by  Congress  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  Association  of  American  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experi- 
ment Stations,  which  is  held  to  be  an  essential  part  of  the  system  of 
experiment  stations  established  under  said  act. 

THE  BORROWING  OF  MONEY  TO  PAY  THE  EXPENSES   OF  AGRICULTURAL  EXPERI- 
MENT  STATIONS. 

This  Department  holds  that  experiment  station  officers  have"  no 
authority  to  borrow  money  to  be  repaid  out  of  appropriations  made 
under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  that  charges  for  inter- 
est can  not  properly  be  made  against  funds  appropriated  under  that  act. 
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THE  USE  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATION   FUNDS   FOR  COLLEGE  PURPOSES. 

This  Department  holds  that  no  portion  of  the  funds  appropriated  by 
Congress  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  can  legally  be 
used,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  paying  the  salaries  or  wages  of 
professors,  teachers,  or  other  persons  whose  duties  are  confined  to 
teaching,  administration,  or  other  work  in  connection  with  the  courses 
of  instruction  given  in  the  colleges  with  which  the  stations  are  con- 
nected or  in  any  other  educational  institution ;  nor  should  any  other 
expenses  connected  with  the  work  or  facilities  for  instruction  in  school 
or  college  courses  be  paid  from  said  fund.  In  case  the  same  persons 
are  employed  in  both  the  experiment  station  and  the  other  departments 
of  the  college  with  which  the  station  is  connected  a  fair  and  equitable 
division  of  salaries  or  wages  should  be  made,  and  in  case  of  any  other 
expenditures  for  the  joint  benefit  of  the  experiment  station  and  the 
other  departments  of  the  college  the  aforesaid  funds  should  be  charged 
with  only  a  fair  share  of  such  expenditures. 


Rulings  of  the  Treasury  Department  as 

to  the  Construction  of  the  Act  of 

Congress  of  March  2,   1887, 

Establishing   Agricultural 

Experiment  Stations 

From  copies  of  letters  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  others,  by  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  relating  to  the 
construction  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  acts  supple- 
mentary thereto,  the  following  digest  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of 
the  stations.  The  sections  are  those  of  the  act,  the  dates,  those  of  the 
decisions  by  the  Comptroller: 

(Section  3.     January  30,  1888.) 
That  the  annual  financial  statement  of  the  stations,  with  vouchers, 
should  not  be  sent  to  the  Treasury  Department,  but  that  a  copy  simply 
of  the  report  that  is  made  to  the  governor  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury. 

(Section  3.     January  31,  1888.) 

First.  That  the  Treasury  Department  will  not  require  officers  of 
experiment  stations  to  do  or  perform  anything  not  specifically  required 
by  said  bill. 

Second.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  not  required  to  take 
a  bond  of  the  officers  of  said  stations  for  the  money  paid  over  under 
the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Third.  That  no  reports  will  be  required  from  the  stations  directly  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury;  but  the  governor  of  the  State  must 
send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  a  copy  of  the  report  made  to 
him  by  the  colleges  or  stations. 

(Section  4.  December  16,  1895.) 
The  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury  writes:  "I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
there  is  no  authority  for  an  agricultural  experiment  station  to  sell 
its  bulletins  outside  of  the  State  or  Territory.  Congress  appropriates 
for  the  publication  and  free  distribution  of  the  bulletins,  and  neither 
expressly  nor  by  necessary  implication  authorizes  their  sale." 
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(Section  5.  March  4,  1887.) 
"Congress  only  intended  by  the  expression  'the  sum  of  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  each  state,'  to  fix  the  amount 
that  could  be  specially  provided  for  by  Congress  in  appropriations  from 
year  to  year.  Hence  I  conclude  that  section  five  does  not  make  an 
appropriation ;  but  that  the  same  must  be  specially  provided  for  by 
Congress." 

(Sections   5  and  6.     March   10,   1888.) 

(1)  The  appropriations  are  intended  for  the  fiscal  year  and  not  the 
calendar  year. 

(2)  The  first  annual  report  should  be  made  on  or  before  the  1st  day 
of  February,  1889,  and  said  report  should  include  simply  the  operations 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  not  down  to  and  including  December  31, 
but  up  to  and  including  June  30,  1888. 

(3)  The  balance  unexpended  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  30th 
of  June  preceding  the  report,  must  be  accounted  for  in  the  report. 

(4)  The  one-fifth  proviso  for  building  in  section  five  can  be  made 
out  of  the  first  annual  appropriation,  to-wit,  that  which  commences  on 
the  1st  day  of  July,  1887,  and  terminates  on  the  30th  of  June,  1888. 

(5)  The  intention  of  Congress  was  to  make  quarterly  payments, 
not  in  advance,  but  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

(Section  5,  proviso.  March  22,  1888.) 
"I  have  been  informed  that  there  is  no  farm  connected  with  the 
agricultural  college  in  Delaware.  The  act  provides  that  one-fifth  of, 
the  amount  appropriated  can  be  expended  in  the  creation,  enlargement, 
or  repair  of  a  building  or  buildings  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
station  receiving  the  appropriation.  I  am  in  doubt  whether,  with  this 
qualification,  out  of  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  a  farm  could  either 
be  purchased  or  rented.  Another  question  in  my  mind  is  as  to  the 
competency  of  the  legislature  which  was  in  session  at  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  the  act  to  accept,  as  it  assumed  to  do,  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  the  ninth  section  of  which  provides  that  'Payment  of  such 
installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall  become  due  to 
any  State  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  its  legis- 
lature meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon 
the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury.' " 

(Section  6.  April  24,  1888.) 
At  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  to-wit,  June  30,  any  portion  of 
the  $15,000  which  shall  have  been  received,  up  to  and  including  the  pay- 
ment made  on  the  first  day  of  July,  which  is  unexpended,  or  which  may 
not  be  necessary  to  pay  claims  under  contracts  made  for  the  benefit  of 
said  agricultural  station,  must  be  deducted  from  the  next  annual  ap- 
propriation, as  specified  in  said  sixth  section. 
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(Section  6.     August  2,  1888.) 

The  fiscal  year  commences  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  corresponding 
with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  government. 

An  agricultural  station  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  appropriations 
made  by  Congress  can  anticipate  the  payment  to  be  made  July  1,  and 
make  contracts  of  purchases  prior  to  that  time,  if  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  station.  Of  course  no  portion  of  said 
appropriations  paid  in  quarterly  installments  can  be  drawn  from  the 
Treasury  unless  needed  for  the  purposes  indicated  in  the  act;  and  so 
much  of  what  is  so  drawn  as  may  not  have  been  expended  within  the 
year  must  be  accounted  for  as  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

(Section  8.     January  30,  1888.) 

The  State  of  New  York  ought  to  designate  whether  to  the  college 
or  to  the  station,  or  to  both,  it  desires  the  appropriation  to  be  applied. 
The  eighth  section  of  the  act  seems  to  authorize  the  State  to  apply  such 
benefits  to  experimental  stations  it  may  have  established  as  it  desires. 

Where  there  are  no  experimental  stations  connected  with  the  colleges, 
the  legislatures  of  such  States  must  connect  the  agricultural  experiment 
stations  with  the  colleges  already  established  under  the  act  of  July  2, 
1862;  there  is  no  authority  in  the  act  authorizing  the  establishment  of 
agricultural  experiment  stations  independent  of  said  colleges. 

The  act  contemplates  that  where  stations  have  already  been  estab- 
lished disconnected  from  the  colleges,  the  legislatures  of  such  States 
may  take  such  provisions  in  regard  thereto  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
but  it  does  not  authorize  the  establishment  of  stations  except  in  con- 
nection with  the  colleges  that  were  at  that  time  or  might  thereafter 
be  established  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862. 

(Section  8.  February  14,  1888.) 
Where  there  is  an  agricultural  college  or  station  which  may  have  been 
established  by  State  authority,  and  is  maintained  by  the  State,  the  eighth 
section  of  the  above  act  would  authorize  the  State  to  designate  the 
station  to  which  it  desired  the  appropriation  to  be  applied,  whether  to 
one  or  more,  or  all,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  should  make  the 
payment  under  the  appropriation  to  whichever  one  the  State  might 
designate. 

(Sections   1   and  8.     February    15,    1888.) 

(1)  When  an  agricultural  college  or  station  has  been  established 
under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  each  college  is  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  the  provisions  of  said  act  (i.  e.,  of  March  2,  1887.) 

(2)  In  a  State  where  an  agricultural  college  has  been  established 
under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  and  agricultural  stations  have  also  been 
established,  either  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  or  by  State  authority, 
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before  March  2,  1887,  the  legislature  of  such  State  may  determine  which 
one  of  said  institutions,  or  how  many  of  them,  shall  receive  the  benefits 
of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887. 

(3)  If  the  legislature  of  any  State  in  which  an  agricultural  college 
has  been  established  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  desires  to  establish 
an  agricultural  station  which  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said 
act  it  must  establish  such  station  in  connection  with  said  college. 

(Proviso  to  Section  1  and  Section  8.  December  7,  1888.) 
It  is  within  the  power  of  the  legislature  of  any  State  that  has  accepted 
the  provisions  of  said  act  of  March  2,  1887,  to  dispose  of  the  amount 
appropriated  by  Congress  for  said  station  to  either  one  or  all  of  the 
agricultural  colleges  or  stations  which  may  have  been  established  in 
said  State  by  virtue  of  either  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1862, 
or  the  provisions  of  said  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887. 

The  whole  responsibility  rests  upon  the  State  legislature  as  to  how 
the  fund  appropriated  by  Congress  shall  be  distributed  among  these 
various  institutions  of  the  State,  provided  there  is  one  or  more  agri- 
cultural colleges  with  which  an  agricultural  station  is  connected,  or  one 
or  more  agricultural  stations. 

(Section  8.  January  28,  1889.) 
The  act  of  the  State  of  Georgia  in  authorizing  the  governor  to  receive 
the  fund  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  under  the  act  of  March  2, 
1887,  is  not  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  said  act.  If  a  State 
has  established  an  agricultural  college  or  station  under  the  act  of  July 
2,  1862,  or  if  it  has  established  an  agricultural  station  in  connection 
with  said  college,  as  provided  in  the  eighth  section  of  March  2,  1887, 
the  legislature  can  authorize  some  person  or  persons  to  receive  the 
money  donated  bv  the  government  and  direct  its  application  in  such  a 
way  and  manner  as  it  seems  best  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes 
of  said  acts  of  Congress  to  either  the  colleges  or  the  station,  or  to  both. 

(Section  9.  February  4,  1888.) 
It  appears  by  the  statement  of  Representative  Blount  that  there  was 
a  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Georgia  after  the  passage 
of  the  act,  and  before  the  first  payment  became  due,  October  1,  1887, 
and  which  did  not  adjourn  until  after  that  time.  That  being  the  case, 
under  the  proviso  of  the  section,  the  governor  of  the  State  can  not 
assent  to  that  payment  which  was  to  be  made  October  1,  1887.  The 
legislature  having  adjourned  before  the  second  payment  became  due, 
without  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  no  further  payment  can  be 
made  to  said  State  until  the  legislature  thereof  shall  have  accepted 
the  provisions  of  the  bill.  You  will  observe,  the  language  of  the  proviso, 
"that  payments  of  the  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as 
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shall  become  due  to  any  State  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular 
session  of  its  legislature"  applies,  certainly,  only  to  such  installments 
as  become  due  before  the  final  adjournment.  The  idea  seems  to  be  to 
give  the  legislature  the  full  time  before  it  adjourns  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  or  not;  but  it  is  plain  to  my  mind,  that  only  such 
payments  as  become  due  before  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature  can 
be  accepted  by  the  governor  of  the  State.

Storrs  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tion. The  Storrs  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  shall  re- 
main as  established  and  the  management  and  control  thereof 
shall  be  vested  in  the  trustees  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural 
College. 

Rev.  1902,  §  4392.  Annual  appropriation.  Reports.  The 
sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  annually  is  appropriated  to 
said  experiment  station  to  investigate  the  economy  of  the 
food  and  nutrition  of  man  and  the  bacteria  of  milk,  butter,  and 
cheese  and  their  effect  in  the  dairy;  and  said  sum  shall  be 
paid  in  equal  quarterly  installments  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Connecticut  Agricultural  College.  The  said  experiment  sta- 
tion shall  make  an  annual   report  to  the  governor. 

The  comptroller  shall  cause  to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of 
the  State  such  number  of  copies  of  the  biennial  report  of  the 
Storrs  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  as  the  board  of  con- 
trol shall  determine,  not  exceeding  7,000  in  number  of  400 
pages  each,  or  the  equivalent  thereof  in  paper,  pages,  and 
printing  in  the  form  of  a  smaller  report  and  a  series  of  popular 
bulletins. 

Section  1.  That  this  State  accepts  and  assents  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  ap- 
proved March  16,  1906,  entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for  an 
increased  annual  appropriation  for  agricultural  experiment 
stations   and   regulating  the  expenditure  thereof." 

The  board  of  control  of  the  Connecticut  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  and  its  successors  in  office  are 
hereby  appointed  to  receive  and  expend  one-half  of  such 
moneys  as  may  become  payable  to  agricultural  experiment 
stations  in  this  State  under  the  provision  of  said  act  of  Con- 
gress, and  the  trustees  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  College 
and  their  successors  in  office  are  hereby  appointed  to  receive 
and  expend  the  remaining  one-half  of  said  moneys.

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Laws  and  By-Laws  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Connecticut  Agricultural  College 

I.  Regular  Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Tuesday  of  January,  March,  May,  July,  September,  and  No- 
vember. The  January,  May,  July,  and  November  meetings 
shall  be  held  at  the  college,  the  March  meeting  at  Hartford, 
and  the  September  meeting  at  Georgetown. 

II.  Annual  Meetings. 

The  March  meeting  shall  be  the  regular  meeting  for  the 
appointment,  reappointment,  or  promotion  of  members  of  the 
faculty ;  the  July  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  of  the 
Board. 

III.  Special  Meetings. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  may  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  vice-president,  or  upon  the  written  request 
of  three  members  of  the  Board,  the  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee,  or  two  members  of  the  executive  committee.  Notice 
of  regular  and  special  meetings  shall  be  served  by  the  secretary 
in  writing  on  each  member,  or  by  personal  service,  at  least 
three  days  before  the  time  of  meeting. 

IV.  Order  of  Business. 

The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  of  the  trustees  shall 
be  as  follows  : 

i.     Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Consideration  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

3.  Consideration  of  the  minutes  of  the  executive  com- 

mittee. 

4.  Election  of  officers. 

5.  Report  of  the  president  of  the  college. 
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6.  Report  of  standing  committees. 

7.  Report  of  special  committees. 

8.  Communication  of  petitions. 

9.  Unfinished  and  miscellaneous  business. 

V.     Officers  of  the  Board  and  Their  Duties. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  board  of  trustees,  apart 
from  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  who  is  ex  officio  Honorary 
President,  shall  be  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  auditor, 
executive  committee,  and  Gilbert  Farm  committee. 

Sec  2.  Mode  of  Election — The  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  and  shall  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
have  been  elected. 

Sec  3.     Vice-President — The  vice-president  shall: 

1.  Call  the  special  meetings  of  the  Board. 

2.  Be  the  presiding  officer,  in  the  absence  of  the  Governor, 
at  all  meetings,  and  discharge  the  ordinary  duties  of 
such  officer  in  conformity  with  parliamentary  law. 

3.  Be  privileged  to  make  or  support  motions,  and  to  vote 
on  all  questions. 

Sec  4.     Secretary — The  secretary  shall : 

1.  Serve  notice  in  writing  on  each  member  of  regular 
and  special  meetings  of  the  Board. 

2.  Call  meetings  of  the  Board  in  the  absence  of  the  vice- 
president. 

3.  Call  meetings  of  the  Board  in  case  the  vice-president 
fails  to  do  so  on  the  written  request  of  three  members 
of  the  Board,  the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee, 
or  two  members  of  the  executive  committee. 

4.  Keep  a  record  of  all  meetings,  and  transmit  a  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  each  meeting  to  every  member  of  the 
Board  and  to  the  president  of  the  college. 

5.  Conduct  the  correspondence  referred  to  him  by  the 
trustees. 

6.  Preserve  all  papers  ordered  on  file  with  him. 
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Sec.  5.     Treasurer — The  treasurer  shall: 

1.  Receive  all  moneys  due  and  payable  to  the  Connecticut 
Agricultural  College,  the  Storrs  Experiment  Station, 
and  the  Gilbert  Farm,  from  any  source  whatever. 

2.  Endorse  warrants  and  checks  in  their  name  and  on 
their  behalf,  and  give  full  discharge  for  the  same. 

3.  Keep  all  the  property  of  the  college  and  station  suit- 
ably insured. 

4.  Sign  checks  for  the  disbursement  of  the  college  and 
station  funds  on  warrant  of  vouchers  approved  by  the 
auditor  of  the  Board. 

5.  Give  a  bond  to  the  trustees  in  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  the  cost  of  this  to  be  paid  by  the  college. 

Sec.  6.  Auditor — The  auditor  shall  examine,  and  ap- 
prove if  found  correct,  all  vouchers  covering  the  expenditure 
of  college,  station,  and  Gilbert  Fanm  funds.  An  auditor's  meet- 
ing for  this  purpose  shall  be  held  on  or  about  the  10th  of  each 
month,  and  be  attended  by  the  auditor,  treasurer,  and  president 
of  the  college. 

Sec.  7.     Executive  Committee. 

A.  Membership — The  executive  committee  shall  consist 
of  four  members : 

1.  Three  voting  members  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

2.  One  consulting  member  from  the  college  staff. 
The  consulting  member  shall  be  the  president  of 
the  college,  ex  officio. 

B.  Duties — The  business  management  of  the  college  shall 
be  vested  in  the  committee,  assisted  by  the  president 
of  the  college. 

1.  ^Budgets  covering  all  expenditures  of  the  college 
funds  shall  be  made  up  in  advance  by  this  com- 
mittee, after  consultation  with  the  heads  of  de- 
partments. 

2.  Salary  and  department  budgets  shall  be  presented 
by  this  committee  to  the  board  of  trustees  for 
approval. 
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3.  This  committee  shall  be  advisory  to  the  board  of 
trustees  in  all  matters  of  extraordinary  expense 
in  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  col- 
lege plant ;  shall  make  such  recommendations 
from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  necessary ;  and 
shall  carry  into  effect  the  commands  of  the 
trustees. 

4.  This  committee  shall  be  empowered  to  approve, 
modify,  or  reject  budgets  proposed  by  officers  of 
the  college ;  and  no  such  budget  shall  be  in  force 
until  approved  by  this  committee  and  ratified  by 
the  trustees. 

5.  Budgets  for  the  Storrs  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  shall  be  presented  to  this  committee  in 
advance  by  the  president ;  placed  before  the 
trustees  by  them,  with  recommendations ;  and, 
when  approved,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  station 
director,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the 
expenditures  do  not  exceed  the  sums  appropriated. 

6.  Other  college  budgets  when  properly  approved 
shall  be  lodged  with  the  chief  clerk ;  notice  of  the 
sums  appropriated  shall  be  given  by  the  president 
to  the  individuals  concerned ;  all  purchases  shall 
be  made  on  requisitions  filed  with  the  chief  clerk ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  joint  duty  of  the  president,  the 
chief  clerk,  and  the  individual  officers  to  whom 
grants  are  made,  to  see  that  the  expenditures  do 
not  exceed  the  amounts  designated  in  the  budgets. 

7.  The  executive  committee  may  draw  upon  the 
emergency  budget  to  the  amount  of  $500,  without 
authorization  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

8.  The  committee  may  have  the  accounts  of  the 
institution  audited  at  suitable  intervals  by  expert 
accountants  in  no  way  connected  with  it. 
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C.  Meetings  and  Quorum — The  executive  committee  shall 
meet  once  each  month  at  the  college — oftener  if 
.  necessary  ;  and  a  report  of  items  of  business  transacted 
of  sufficient  importance  shall  be  mailed  each  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees.  Two  voting  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  chairman  at  the  request  of 
the  president  of  the  college  or  when  the  interests  of 
the  college  require. 

Sec.  8.  Gilbert  Farm  Committee — The  Gilbert  Farm  com- 
mittee shall  have  charge  of  the  Gilbert  Farm  at  George- 
town ;  and  shall  render  to  the  board  of  trustees  reports 
quarterly  covering  the  conditions,  operations,  and  finances  of 
this  farm. 

1.  At  least  four  meetings  of  this  committee,  one  each 
quarter,  shall  be  held  each  year. 

2.  A  budget  covering  all  expenditures  shall  be  made  up 
in  advance  by  the  committee  after  consulting  with  the 
manager,  the  budget  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  for 
approval. 

3.  The  name  and  style  of  the  gift  of  Edwin  Gilbert  shall 
be  "The  Gilbert  Farm." 

VI.     College  Officers,  Instruction,  and  Administration. 
A.     President — The   president   of   the   college   shall  be   re- 
sponsible for  the  educational  welfare  and  progress  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

1.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
except  when  requested  otherwise  by  them ;  and  may 
participate  in  all  discussions,  but  shall  not  vote. 

2.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  consulting  member  of  the 
executive  committee,  and  of  all  other  standing  com- 
mittees of  the  board  of  trustees,  but  shall  not  vote. 

3.  He  shall  make  such  recommendations  to  the  trustees, 
or  their  committees,  as  shall  seem  most  conducive  to 
the  improvement  of  both  the  plant  and  the  personnel 
of  the  institution. 
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4.  He  shall  nominate  all  candidates  for  appointment  to 
membership  in  the  faculty,  and  shall  prepare  for 
approval  by  the  trustees  all  courses  of  study. 

5.  He  shall  exercise  general  supervision  over  all  depart- 
ments, and,  in  carrying  out  the  educational  and 
financial  policies  of  the  trustees,  shall  give  such  advice 
and  directions  as  he  may  find  necessary. 

6.  He  shall  call  and  preside  over  meetings  of  the  faculty ; 
and  may  appoint  such  faculty  committees  as  he  deems 
necessary,   and   define   their   duties. 

7.  He  shall,  prior  to  the  meetings  of  the  board  of 
trustees  and  of  the  executive  committee,  make  such 
preparations  as  may  promise  best  to  expedite  the 
business  of  those  meetings ;  and  in  this  he  may 
call  to  his  aid  any  or  all  members  of  the  staffs  of  the 
college  and  station. 

8.  He  shall  be  the  official  medium  of  communication 
between  the  trustees  and  college  and  station  officers. 

B.     Faculty — The  officers  of  instruction  in  the  college  shall 
constitute  the  faculty. 

1.  Members  of  the  faculty  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  on  nominations  made  by  the  presi- 
dent. 

2.  The  term  of  office  of  a  member  of  the  faculty  shall  be 
one  college  year,  until  he  (or  she)  has  been  twice  re- 
appointed. After  three  years  of  satisfactory  service, 
appointments  shall  be  indeterminate  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  departments  in  which  members  are 
engaged,  and  during  efficiency  and  good  behavior. 

3.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  trustees  held  in  March 
shall  be  the  annual  meeting  for  appointment,  reappoint- 
ment, or  promotion  of  members  of  the  faculty ;  and 
engagements  made  pursuant  to  action  at  that  meeting 
shall  be  for  the  full  college  year  beginning  the  fifteenth 
of  the  following  September. 
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4.  Appointments  shall  not  be  terminable  by  either  party 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  college  year  for  which  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  has  been  engaged.  Exceptions  to 
this  rule  shall  be  made  only  by  mutual  consent,  or  be- 
cause of  gross  fault  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
trustees  after  such  investigation  as  they  may  be  pleased 
to  make,  when  a  three-months'  notice  or  a  three- 
months'  pay  shall  be  deemed  sufficient. 

5.  The  faculty  shall  hold  meetings,  when  called  by  the 
president,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  secretary,  for  the 
consideration  of  courses  of  study,  cases  of  discipline, 
and  such  other  matters  as  pertain  to  the  internal  edu- 
cational well-being  of  the  college ;  and  shall  be  advis- 
ory to  the  president. 

6.  Members  of  the  faculty,  on  request  of  the  president, 
shall  deliver  at  least  one  public  lecture  or  address  each 
year  in  College  Hall,  Storrs,  preferably  dealing  with 
some  subject  in  the  special  field  of  teaching,  research, 
or  administration  in  which  each  is  chiefly  engaged. 

7.  Any  business  or  communication  of  the  faculty  touch- 
ing the  college  or  its  departments  which  requires  such 
action  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of  trustees  by 
the  president  of  the  college ;  it  being  provided  that  if 
he  refuses  or  neglects  to  place  such  business  or  com- 
imunication  or  any  part  thereof  before  the  trustees 
within  a  reasonable  time,  those  concerned  have  the 
power  of  petitioning  direct  to  the  Board. 

C.  Care  of  Property — All  apparatus,  museum  and  scientific 
scientific  collections,  and  other  college  property,  shall  be  in  the 
immediate  charge  of  the  heads  of  departments  to  which  such 
material  respectively  belongs,  subject,  however,  to  the  control 
of  the  president.  Every  person  having  charge  of  any 
apparatus,  specimens,  books,  collections,  or  other  college 
property  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safety  of  the  same,  and  in 
a  book  provided  for  the  purpose  shall  carefully  keep  a  record 
or  inventory  of  all  property  for  which  he  is  responsible. 
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D.  Private  Activities,  Absences,  and  Extra  Compensation, 
i.     No  member  of  the  instructional  force  or  other  em- 
ployee in  the  service  of  the  college  shall  impair  that 
service  by  devoting  to  private  purposes  any  portion  of 
the  time  due  to  the  college. 

2.  No  me'mber  of  the  instructional  force  or  other  em- 
ployee responsible  directly  to  the  president  shall  absent 
himself  from  his  proper  duties  at  the  college  except 
by  permission  of  the  president,  and  the  president  shall 
not  give  leave  of  absence  for  a  longer  period  than  ten 
days  without  previous  permission  of  the  Board  or 
executive  committee.  The  president  shall  report  to  the 
Board  at  each  meeting  upon  all  absences. 

3.  Excepting  ordinary  workmen,  no  instructor  or  em- 
ployee shall  be  entitled  to  receive  extra  compensation 
for  any  service  performed  by  him  for  the  benefit  of 
the  college,  unless  upon  express  authority  of  the  Board 
or  its  executive  committee. 

E.  Chief  Clerk — The  chief  clerk  shall : 

1.  Give  a  bond  to  the  trustees  to  the  amount  of  $3,000, 
the  expense  to  be  paid  by  the  college. 

2.  Keep  the  treasurer's  books ;  collect  for  the  treasurer 
bills  due  the  college  except  those  of  the  experiment 
station  and  Gilbert  Farm,  and  remit  his  collections  to 
the  treasurer  promptly,  keeping  his  own  accounts  in 
proper  form ;  report  to  the  president  monthly  the 
financial  showing  of  all  departments  during  the  fiscal 
year  to  date. 

3.  Furnish  to  the  executive  committee  monthly  a  con- 
densed statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
different  funds  of  the  college. 

4.  See  that  all  accounts,  including  those  of  the  faculty, 
are  settled  monthly,  and  that  no  cash  advance  is  made 
any  professor,  instructor,  or  employee  of  the  college. 

5.  Not  pay  any  bill  until  it  has  been  audited,  except  for 
a  small  sum  in  an  emergency  case. 
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6.  Be  allowed  $2,000  in  his  cash  account  for  doing  busi- 
ness, in  addition  to  the  amount  of  students'  deposits. 

7.  All  deposits  made  by  students  as  security  for  payment 
of  bills  shall  be  held  by  the  chief  clerk  for  safe  keeping 
and  proper  disposition.  He  shall  keep  a  true  account 
separately  with  each  depositor,  and  shall  repay  to  each 
depositor  upon  proper  evidence  the  balance  of  the 
deposit,  whenever,  according  to  established  usage  and 
regulations,  the  same  becomes  payable. 

F.  Experiment  Station  and  Gilbert  Farm — The  director 
of  the  experiment  station  and  the  manager  of  the  Gilbert  Farm 
shall  act  as  purchasing  agents  under  the  limitations  of  their 
respective  budgets.  The  director  of  the  station  shall  be  allowed 
a  cash  account  of  $100,  and  the  manager  of  the  farm  $1,000, 
to  pay  petty  accounts  or  other  bills  that  can  not  be  held  for  the 
monthly  auditor's  meeting.  They  shall  be  authorized  to  collect 
for  the  treasurer  all  bills  due  the  station  or  farm  respectively, 
and  shall  remit  promptly  to  the  treasurer  all  collections  in 
excess  of  the  amounts  above  stated. 

G.  Sale  of  Products — In  the  production  of  agricultural 
products  the  policy  of  the  college  is  to  be  self-sustaining  as  far 
as  possible,  but  not  to  engage  in  commercial  enterprise. 

1.  The  farm,  poultry,  dairy,  and  horticultural  depart- 
ments are  instructed  therefore  to  furnish  products,  in 
their  line  and  to  the  limit  of  their  capacity  for  produc- 
tion, to  the  boarding  club  and  other  departments  of  the 
college,  and  at  commercial  market  prices.  Surplus 
products  shall  not  be  sold  in  Connecticut  markets 
except  in  limited  quantities. 

2.  The  farm,  horticultural,  dairy,  and  poultry  depart- 
ments may  furnish  to  members  of  the  faculty 
products  in  their  respective  lines  at  a  reasonable 
price. 

3.  No  product  grown  for  trial  of  experiment  shall  be 
given  away,  except  to  the  boarding  club,  nor  sold  at 
less  than  the  prevailing  market  price. 
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H.  Students'  Fees — Tuition  is  free  to  all  students  resi- 
dent in  Connecticut.  Non-resident  students  at  the  time  of 
original  registration  will  be  charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $10  per 
term.  Board,  books,  stationery,  and  military  uniform  will  be 
furnished  at  cost.  Rooms  in  dormitories  are  free,  but  a 
charge  will  be  made  to  cover  cost  of  heating.  A  charge  of  50 
cents  a  lesson  will  be  made  for  private  instruction  in  music. 
A  registration  fee  of  $2  per  term  and  an  incidental  fee  of  $3 
per  term  shall  be  paid  by  all  students.  All  bills  are  payable 
monthly,  and  registration  shall  not  be  accepted  until  bills  ren- 
dered for  a  previous  term  have  been  paid.  All  students  who 
intend  to  reside  at  the  college  are  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  $50  at  the  chief  clerk's  office  upon  the  date  of  registration. 
This  sum  may  not  be  drawn  upon  until  the  end  of  the  year, 
but  it  may  then  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  bill  for  the 
last  month,  and  any  balance  remaining  will  be  returned. 
Summer  school  students  will  deposit  $25.  Day  students  will 
pay  cash  for  all  supplies.

Faculty  Rules 


Meetings 

Regular  meetings  of  the  faculty  shall  be  held  at  eleven 
o'clock  on  the  second  Friday  of  each  month  during  the  college 
year. 

Committee  on  Courses  of  Study 

At  the  beginning  of  each  college  year  the  president  shall 
appoint  a  committee  on  courses  of  study,  consisting  of  five 
members.  This  committee  shall  recommend  to  the  faculty 
changes  in  courses  of  study,  prepare  the  term  schedules,  and 
consider  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
president  or  the  faculty. 
Discipline  Committee 

The  president  shall  also  appoint  at  the  same  time  a 
discipline  committee  of  five  members,  who  shall  consider  mat- 
ters of  student  discipline  and  recommend  to  him  any  penalties 
or  action  that  may  appear  desirable.  In  cases  involving  young 
women  under  her  supervision,  the  lady  principal  shall  serve 
as  an  additional  member  of  the  committee. 

Status  Committees 

At  the  beginning  of  the  college  year  the  president  shall 
appoint  the  members  of  the  several  status  committees,  who 
shall  act  as  personal  advisers  to  students  in  matters  relating 
to  scholarship  and  choice  of  courses  of  study.  Instructors 
shall  be  expected  to  report  delinquent  students  to  the  proper 
adviser,  and  the  advisers  shall  report  to  the  faculty  with 
recommendations  all  students  whose  scholarship  is  not  satis- 
factory. 

No  Unauthorized  Departures  from  Schedules 

There  shall  be  no  deviations  by  instructors  from  the 
courses  of  study  as  announced  in  the  catalogue  and  scheduled 
in  the  term  schedule  except  after  consultation  with  the  presi- 
dent and  with  his  consent. 
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Monthly  Reports  of  Delinquent  Students 

Instructors  shall  report  to  the  president  upon  the  last 
Friday  of  each  month  the  names  of  all  students  whose  work 
is   unsatisfactory. 

Term  Grades  in  Three  Days 

All  term  grades  shall  be  handed  in  by  instructors  within 
three  days  from  the  close  of  the  examination  period,  Sundays 
included. 

College  Time 

College  time  shall  be  standard  eastern  time. 


Grades  Denned 

The  following  shall  be  the  grades  used  in  reports  to 
students  and  parents  or  guardians : 

A,  90 — ioo,  Excellent. 

B,  80 — ■  90,  Good. 

C,  70 —  80,  Fair. 

D,  60 —  70,  Pass-mark. 

E,  below  60,  Condition. 

Grades  How  Computed 

Grades  shall  be  computed  by  averaging  the  mark  for  final 
examination  and  the  mark  for  daily  work. 

Units 

Each  hour  of  class-room  work  shall  constitute  a  unit ;  each 
hour  of  laboratory  work  a  half-unit. 

Required  to  Pass  50%  or  60% 

First-year  and  second-year  students  must  pass  each  term 
in  50%  of  the  units  in  which  they  were  registere-d ;  students 
in  higher  classes  must  pass  in  60%. 

Two  Weeks  in  Which  to  Reduce  Conditions 

In  case  a  student  fails  to  pass  the  required  number  of 
units  at  the  end  of  any  term,  he  shall  be  allowed  two  weeks  at 
the  beginning  of  the  succeeding  term,  in  which  to  pass  the 
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additional  work  required.  Failing  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  dropped 
to  a  lower  class  or  asked  to  withdraw  from  college.  Not  more 
than  one  special  examination  in  a  subject  shall  be  allowed  dur- 
ing any  period  of  two  weeks. 

Attend  Classes  During  Two  Weeks  of  Grace 

Students  who  are  endeavoring  to  pass  off  conditions  dur- 
ing the  first  two  weeks  of  the  term  shall  attend  classes  as  usual. 

Special  Examinations  Required  Yearly 

All  students  carrying  conditions  shall  be  required  to  take 
special  examinations  in  the  two  weeks  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term. 

Fee  for  Special  Examinations,  etc. 

The  fee  for  special  examinations  shall  be  $1.00.  The 
same  fee  shall  be  charged  for  the  making  up  of  conditions  in 
laboratory  or  other  work. 

Right  to  Deal  with  Delinquent  Students  at  Any  Time  Re- 
served 

The  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  drop  a  delinquent  student 
to  a  lower  class  or  to  make  other  disposition  of  his  case  at  any 
time. 

70%  Required  in  Fifth  and  Sixth  Years 

Candidates  for  graduation  or  for  the  B.  S.  degree  must 
have  an  average  grade  of  at  least  70%  during  the  entire  year 
preceding  graduation  or  receiving  the  degree. 

Final  Examinations 

Fifth-year  and  sixth-year  students  may  be  excused  from 
final  examinations  at  the  option  of  the  instructors  concerned. 

Special   Examinations   for    Candidates   for   Graduation   or 
Degrees 

Candidates  for  graduation  or  for  degrees  shall  attend 
special  examinations  in  any  subjects  in  which  they  are  con- 
ditioned or  deficient,  on  the  Friday  preceding  the  opening  of 
the  spring  term,  and  each  two  weeks  thereafter  until  the  con- 
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clitions  or  deficiencies  are  made  up.  The  fee  for  each  of  these 
examinations  after  the  first  shall  be  $5.00.  But  a  student  whose 
schedule  permits  him  to  take  with  a  class  during  the  spring 
term  a  subject  which  he  has  not  passed  may  do  so  instead  of 
taking  the  special  examinations  otherwise  required  by  this  rule. 

Special  Examinations  at  Times  Fixed  by  Instructors 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  preceding  rules  as  to  the  time 
for  making  up  conditions  or  deficiencies,  arrangements  for 
special  examinations  or  for  make-up  work  shall  be  left  to  the 
individual  instructors  concerned.  Students  who  are  deficient 
in  any  subject  shall  make  application  to  the  instructors  for 
special  examinations  or  for  opportunities  to  make  up  laboratory 
work.  Deficiencies  in  laboratory  work  must  be  made  up  before 
any  condition  can  be  passed  off.  Instructors  shall  encourage 
in  every  way  the  early  making  up  of  back  work. 

Special  Students  and  Schedules 

Special  students  shall  be  accepted  as  such  by  the  president, 
and  their  schedules  shall  be  approved  by  him  or  by  such  officer 
or  committee  as  he  shall  designate. 

Special  Students  How  Classified 

Special  students  shall  be  given  class  standing  according 
to  the  average  grade  of  their  college  work. 

Twelve  Hours  Minimum  Schedule 

All  except  special  day  students  shall  be  required  to  carry 
schedules  of  twelve  units  a  week  or  more,  of  which  at  least 
eight  units  shall  be  recitations  or  lectures. 

Examinations  and  Tests 

Examinations  shall  be  given  at  the  end  of  each  term.  In- 
structors shall  keep  a  daily  or  other  record  of  the  work  of  each 
student,  and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  give  tests  whenever  they 
deem  it  desirable. 

Excuses 

An  excuse  for  leave  of  absence  from  college,  to  be  valid, 
must  be  issued  by  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  faculty  and 
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approved  by  the  instructors  concerned  before  the  departure  of 
the  student.  Instructors  will  not  be  expected  to  countersign 
excuses  for  students  who  are  doing  unsatisfactory  work. 

Absences  and  Tardiness 

Students  absent  from  or  tardy  at  classes  without  satis- 
factory excuse  shall  be  reported  promptly  to  the  president. 

Athletic  Games 

Athletic  games  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
president  or  the  faculty  adviser  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

Students  May  Be  Debarred  from  Athletics  or  Paid  Labor 

Students  who  are  doing  unsatisfactory  work  in  their 
classes  may  be  debarred  from  taking  part  in  athletics  or  from 
paid  labor.  No  student  who  enters  college  after  the  beginning 
of  the  winter  term  shall  be  permitted  to  play  on  the  baseball 
team  during  that  year. 

Entertainments 

All  entertainments  given  by  the  students  on  the  college 
grounds  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  faculty,  and  allowed 
at  their  discretion. 

Time  for  Closing  Dances 

Student  dances  in  College  Hall  or  elsewhere  in  college 
buildings  shall  close  by  n  p.  m.,  except  that  the  football  hop, 
the  military  ball,  and  the  junior-senior  dance  may  extend  to 
midnight. 

Commencement 

All  matters  pertaining  to  commencement  shall  be  arranged 
in  consultation  with,  and  upon  the  approval  of,  the  president 
or  the  committees  of  the  faculty  appointed  by  him. 

Lookout 

Rules  for  the  management  of  the  C.  A.  C.  Lookout  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  faculty,  and  the  president  shall  appoint  an 
auditor  of  the  accounts  of  the  paper,  and  a  member  of  the 
faculty  to  act  as  an  adviser  of  the  editors  and  a  censor  of  mat- 
ter for  publication. 


Rules    Relating  to  Discipline 

I.  All  students  are  required  to  register  in  person  before 
the  published  hour  for  opening  classes  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term.  For  failure  to  meet  this  requirement,  and  in  the  absence 
of  a  satisfactory  excuse,  a  fine  of  $2.00  will  be  imposed. 

II.  Evening  study  hours  are  kept  at  Grove  Cottage  and  in 
the  dormitories  of  the  young  men,  from  8  o'clock  until  the  hour 
of  retiring,  except  Friday  and  Saturday.  Cadet  officers  are 
responsible  for  good  order  in  the  dormitory  sections  to  which 
they  are  assigned. 

III.  A  cadet  officer,  for  breach  of  discipline,  or  for  failure 
to  report  to  the  commandant  infractions  of  rules  that  may  come 
to  his  knowledge,  may  be  degraded  to  the  ranks. 

IV.  The  young  ladies  are  expected  to  conform  to  the 
rules  made  by  the  lady  principal. 

V.  Quiet  must  be  preserved  in  the  dormitories  during 
class  and  study  hours,  and  in  other  college  buildings  at  all 
times. 

VI.  The  use  of  tobacco  on  the  campus  is  forbidden. 

VII.  Lying,  stealing,  the  drinking  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
or  bringing  the  same  upon  college  grounds  are  grave  offences, 
and  may  be  punished  by  the  summary  expulsion  of  the  student 
found  guilty. 

VIII.  Students  are  not  to  appear  in  the  dining  room, 
class  room,  or  at  public  exercises,  unless  in  proper  attire. 

IX.  All  students  are  subject  to  military  rule ;  and  infrac- 
tions of  dormitory  rules  on  the  part  of  any  student  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  battalion  may  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the 
student  court  by  giving  the  same  number  of  hours  of  unpaid 
labor  as  would  be  £:ven  in  extra  drill  to  a  member  of  the  bat- 
talion for,  the  same  offence. 
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X.  Attendance  at  church  and  chapel  is  compulsory.  The 
president  shall  have  charge  of  giving  out  permanent  excuses. 
Individual  excuses  for  single  absences  may  be  given  by  the 
commandant  of  the  military  company,  or  in  his  absence  by  the 
cadet  captain. 

XL     Hazing  or  intimidation  of  any  student  is  forbidden. 

XII.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  keep  in  their  possession 
firearms  of  any  description  other  than  the  service  rifle ;  and  the 
discharge  of  firearms  in  or  about  the  buildings  or  on  the  college 
campus  is  forbidden. 


A  military  court  supervised  by  the  commandant  having 
been  duly  established  and  approved  by  the  faculty,  all  rules 
relating  to  the  conduct  of  students  in  the  dormitories,  hereto- 
fore made  and  enforced  by  the  discipline  committee,  have  been 
embodied  in  a  code  published  under  the  name  of  Dormitory 
Rules.

In  our  report  a  year  ago  we  predicted  that  we  might  come  out 
even  this  year.  The  above  statement  is  very  much  more  encour- 
aging than  we  had  dared  to  hope  for,  showing  a  slight  profit  after 
charging  this  year's  account  with  a  10  per  cent,  depreciation 
($1,320.86). 

We  have  opened  a  Real  Estate  Account  dated  from  our  accep- 
tance of  the  farm,  charging  it  with  the  appraisal  of  the  farm  and 
all  permament  improvements,  and  deducting  therefrom  each  year 
10  per  cent.,  which  will  be  charged  to  that  year's  account  as  de- 
preciation. We  hope  that  by  this  method  the  real  estate  account 
will  never  exceed  the  true  valuation  of  the  farm.  The  real  estate 
account  now  stands  at  $11,887.79. 

We  need  a  better  road  to  the  village,  remodeled  cow  stables, 
more  and  better  cows,  a  wagon  shed,  hay  forks,  and  tracks,  a  pair 
of   horses,  and  more  cleared  fields.
